BEIRUT. Dec. 9 (AP) — Israeli- backed 
militiamen opened a two-hour artillery bar- 
rage on a string of southern Lebanese villages 
Saturday, inflicting heavy material damage 
and wounding an unspecified number of vil- 
lagers. a U.N. spokesman said. 

Spokesman Samir Sanbar said the villages 
of Tibnine. Tayer, Haddatha and Haris— 10 
to 15 kilometers north of Israel" s border 
were shelled by militia gunners loyal to 
Lebanese army renegade Maj. Sand Haddad. 

The stricken villages are within an area 
policed by the eight-nation U.N. Interim 
Forte in Lebanon { UNIFIL). 

•‘There are several civilian casualties and a 
U.N. medical team has been sent down 
there,” said Sanbar. 

The Lebanese state radio also reported 
that the central sector of the 59-mile-long 
border was shelled by Israeli gunners and gun 
emplacements in Haddad’s breakaway free 
Lebanon” state along the Israeli borderline.

WASHINGTON. Dec. 9 1 Agencies) — A 
number of Middle Eastern and European 
governments are sending representatives to 
Iran to discuss the release of 50 American 
hostages held in Tehran. U.S. officials said 
here, Saturday night. 

The officials declined to name the coun- 
tries involved but said the representatives 
were either already on their way to Iran or 
planning to leave soon. 

Last Tuesday the United Nations Security 
Council passed a unanimous resolution cal- 
ling for the release of the hostages, who have 
been held by militant students at the U.S. 
Embassy since Nov. 4. 

U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus Vance was to 
leave Washington Sunday for brief visits to 
London Paris, Rome and Bonn to reinforce 
support for U.S. attempts at securing the 
release of the hostages. 

Vance will also be meeting Japanese Fore- 
ign Minister Saburo Okita in Paris for talks 
on the crisis. 

The officials declined to provide details of 
the talks to be held in Tehran by the foreign 
representatives. 

They said U.S. views formulated in the past 
10 davs by President Jimmy Carter and top 
aides had been conveyed to these representa- 
tives and presumably would be put to Iranian 

officials. . . . 

At the same time, they stressed that tne 
U.S. position was that it will not enter into 
negotiations until the hostages are released. 

In Tehran Foreign Minister Sadegh 
Ghotbzadeh announced that no date has 
been set for the trial or release of hostages 
held at the U.S. Embassy here. Tehran Radio 

said Sunday. , 

“The hostages are all right, they re okay, 
Ghotbzadeh was quoted as saying as he came 
out of a late Saturday night meeting of the 
revolutionary council. 

The foreign minister had told reporters 
Friday he would make a statement “today or 
tomorrow" on whether a trial date would be 
set for the 50 hostages in the occupied 
embassy whom their student captors suspect 
of being spies. 

Ghotbzadeh also said he hoped some hos- 
tages “not consciously involved in espion- 
age” would be, released soon. 

Students holding the hostages have already 
contradicted the foreign minister when he 
said earlier he believed some of the hostages 
would be released. The militants say no one 
will be released till the deposed Shah us 
returned to Tehran to face trial.

Ghotbzadeh has said the court is not com- 
petent to handle the affair. 

U.S. representative Roberts Owen, a State 
Department legal adviser, will ask the 15- 
judge bench to order Iran to free the hostages 
seized Nov. 4. 

The United States is also seeking condem- 
nation of Iran for alleged violations of inter- 
national law, payment of damages and a court 
order compelling the Iranian government to 
prosecute the students bolding the hostages. 

Unless Iran changes its mind at the last 
minute and sends a lawyer, the hearing could 
end Monday evening, the sources said. 

Judges may question Owen after he states 
the U.S. case and then adjourn to consider 
their verdict which is expected to be delivered 
in a few days. 


U.S. officials said that Iran is bound to 
accept the ruling because it has signed four 
international conventions which confer 
jurisdiction on the court. 

Owen, who arrived Sunday with deputy 
legal adviser Stephen Schwebel, will tell the 
judges that Iran has breached treaties 
intended to ensure the safety of diplomats. 

The court can hear a case even if one of the 
parties does not take an active part in the 

proceedings. _ _ , 

In a related development, supporters ot 
Ayatollah Khomeini, Iran’s revolutionary 
leader, Sunday recaptured the radio and tele- 
vision station in Tabriz in northwestern Iran, 
seized by armed dissidents last Thursday.

LONDON. Dec. 9 l R) — The 
official Libyan news agency has 
denied reports from Beirut that 
Libyan security men have sealed 
off the Palestine Liberation 
Organization I PLO) office in 
Tripoli.

SWCC aide dedicates 
Haql desalination plant 


HAQL, Dec. 9 (SPA) — The 
deputy governor of the Saline 
Water Conversion Corporation. 
Isam Jamjoum dedicated Satur- 
day the first phase of the desalina- 
tion plant in Haql. It produces 
120,000 gallons of water a day. 
and cost SR42.6 million. It was 
completed in a year and a half. 

The desalination plant is on the 
north-eastern coast on the Gulf of 
Aqaba. The second phase will be 
financed in the next budget. 

When the second phase is com- 


pleted the capacity of the project 
will be rised to 1 .5 million gallons 
of drinking water daily, in addition 
to 15 megawatts of electricity, 
Jamjoum said. 

In three years, the plant will be 
completed and will meet present 
and future water and power 
requirments of Haql.

Boycott of Israel Offices will be held in Damascus next Saturday, 
official sources have said.

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CLOUDS OVER IRAN 

The latest developments in Iran could mean that things will 
get worse where it concerns the hostages before they will get 
better. The danger of military intervention is by no means 
over, and the Iranian developments, read at least in one way, 
carry the danger of affording it a pretext. 

The American position has remained much the same. The 
preference for a peaceful solution to the crisis still goes with a 
strong stand: No dealing with Iran over any issue before the 
unconditional release of the hostages. President Carter is also 
pursuing all available alternatives, so that, should it come to 
the worst, the United States can claim that all possible peace- 
ful avenues have been exhausted. 

It is on the Iranian side that new and worrying factors have 
entered the picture, namely the rift between Ayatollahs Kho- 
meini and Shariat- Madari. which has left the Turkoman! 
populated province of Azerbaijan almost in a state of seces- 
sion. 

The two Ayatollahs were said to have reached agreement 
last Friday. Yet nothing concrete seems to have come out of 
this, since Ayatollah Shariat- Madari has already warned that 
the agreement should be implemented in full. In addition, 
there were signs that the rebellious Kurds in the north west of 
the country, for whom n resumption of hostilities with the 
central authorities in Tehran is only a mutter of time, are 
moving towards an alliance with Shariat- Madari; Turkomans. 

It might be taken that Ayatollah Khomeini" s best line of 
action now is to end the crisis with the United States as 
speedily and quietly us possible. The Americans have left a 
door open for this, since they have already been in touch with 
several Arab and non-Arab governments with friendly rela- 
tions with Iran, with a view to finding an acceptable mediator. 

But the danger is that the ruling Ayatollah sees in the crisis 
around the hostages the best possible means to secure the 
widest possible mobilization around himself. The internal 
opposition then would be placed in a difficult position, since 
its acts could then be presented as serving United States' 
interests. From this point of view, it is possible that Iran might 
implement its threat of bringing the hostages to trial for spy- 
ing. 

This in turn might incite the United States to military inter- 
vention. since it might hold that this is precisely the "harm" to 
the hostages which, it has already warned, would constitute r 
causus belli as far as it is concerned.

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Will Americans start swimming the rivers to Mexico ?

MEXICO CITY - 

President Jose Lopez Portillo, now starting the 
second half of his six-year term of office, hopes to 
use Mexico's new-found oil wealth to solve the 
country’s huge economic and social problems. 

The task may well turn out to be, figuratively, as 
big as the petroleum riches, rated by some as large 
enough to last centuries. 

Today, 69 years after the Mexican revolution and 
its slogan *■ land for those who til! it. ” about three 
million peasants are landless and millions more are 
undernourished and live in appalling squalor, their 
spokesmen say. 

The country’s most glaring problem is unemp- 
loyment and underemployment. It affects about 
half the work force of 19 million. 

Mexico, with a population of almost 70 million, 
has an inflation rate expected to hit 1 9 per cent this 
year, according to businessmen. They also see it as a 
probable major difficulty in the years ahead. 


But, foral] that, Mexico offersa rich, fuel-hungry 
industrialized world 45.8 billion barrels of proven 
oil reserves and possibly up to 200 billion barrels of 
potential supplies. 

Petroleum is the majorelement in the economy's 
growth, which is expected to hit 7.5 per cent this 
year, and by next year Mexico is likely to produce 
2.25 million barrels of oil daily. 

It was a much different picture on December 1, 
1976 when Lopez Portillo took office. 

The economy was in a shambles, with the peso 
weak and the economy hit by the siphoning off on 
four billion dollars. 

But then the vast oil fields were delivered and 
Mexico made tentative steps on the road to recov- 
eiy. The president went on to promise Mexicans a 
better life. 

National resources and development minister 
Jose Andree Oreyza says that, with the oil, Mexico 
will be able to achieve a growth rate of 10 per cent 
by 1982 and progress further to end the country’s 


endemic unemployment problem by the 1990s. 

But this is no small task : Mexico needs to create 
800,000 new jobs annually simply to keep unemp- 
loyment from growing, even with petroleum it is 
thought that 100,000 more people have become 
jobless this year. 

Forty per cent of the unemployment is in the 
agricultural sector in a country where about a third 
of the land is desert. 

Every day rural unemployment forces about a 
thousand people into this capital. Mexico City's 
population today is 14 million, but 20 years hence it 
may well be 40 million. 

Rural unemployment also causes many Mexican 
peasants to cross the border as illegal immigrants to 
the United States — traditionally called “wet 
backs” there because some are thought to swim 
rivers forming pan of the border. 

In the U.S. they often become cheap labor, an 
economic "safety valve” for Mexico but a cause of 
poor Mexican- U.S. relations as the people here 


claim the "wet backs” sometimes are badly trearec 
across the border. 

President Lxjpez Portillo says changes will come 
in the relationship berween Mexico City and 
Washington, long regarded here as the place where 
the “Gringos” to the north looked down their long 
pale noses at the “poor little Mexicans” while 
exploiting them as well. 

Now the boot is on the other foot. President 
Jimmy Carter, as well as French President Valei) 
Giscard cTEstaing and Cuba’s Fidel Castro, have 
been among the foreign leaders coming here on 
what looked very much like “oil prospecting" trips. 

And well they might. Jorge Diaz Serrano, direc- 
tor of the government-owned Pemex (Petraleos 
Mexicanos) company, thinks his country has a 100 
years’ worth of oil reserves. 

He, too, feels the oil industry can fuel Mexico’s 
progress down recovery road and make this a coun- 
try where things will go so swimmingly and there 
.sbould.be no more “wet backs.” — iR) 


Mugabe and Nkomo face the prospect of going home again

■ SALISBURY — 

The white-run newspapers still refer to them as 
“terrorist leaders” even though they may return to 
this country to legally contest an election within 
weeks. 

But for Joshua Nkomo and Robert Mugabe, 
co-leaders of the Patriotic Front guerrilla alliance, 
press terminology is just one of the problems they 
will face campaigning against Prime Minister Abel 
Muzorewa before the British- run election that is to 
choose this country's first internationally recog- 
nized black majority government. 

Although the campaign is not officially launched. 
Muzorewa has swung his election machinery into 
action with access to the media, to the white establ- 
ishments backing and to the government bureauc- 
racy that is worthy of any incumbent. 

Throughout the day at regular intervals the radio 
plays a jingle: "The people want peace, that’s what 
the people want,” with Muzorewa’s voice in the 
background. The evening television news recaps 
activities of Muzorewa’s delegation at the London 
conference where cease-fire discussions are still 
going on. 

In contrast, the Patriotic Front has no sympathe- 
tic press here. The state television has not aired one 
interview with either leader since the conference in 
London began. The Front also has no offices, no 
facilities or trappings or political power and offi- 
cially no parties since both political wings of the 
Front, Nkomo’s Zimbabwe African People's Union 
(ZAPU) and Mugabe's Zimbabwe African National 
Union (ZANU) are still banned here. They are 
likely to remain banned until the British governor 
arrives. 

As banned parties, they cannot legally hold ral- 
lies and so are unable overtly to begin organizing 


before the two-month campaign period the British 
have stipulated. The Front wanted a six-month 
campaign. 

Caphas Msipa. Nkomo’ s spokes men in Salisbury, 
works out of his home. He has complained about 
the bias of the media to the British representatives 
already in Salisbury. Msipa said he also is concerned 
about reports that some white farmers are saying 
they will not allow the Patriotic Front to campaign 
on their private property. About 1.6 million Zim- 
babwe Rhodesia's 7 million blacks live on while- 
owned farms. 

If keeping one’s options open is an advantage in a 
campaign, then the Front is going to be at a decided 
disadvantage to Muzorewa under current British 
proposals for a cease-fire. 

The plans call for the guerrilla forces to be 
stationed at a number of centers inside the country, 
while the white-led government forces will be 
restricted to their barracks. In the event of a break- 
down of the cease-fire, these arrangements would 
appear to favor the conventional forces over the 
guerrillas. 

From statements made so far. it appears that the 
Muzorewa party's campaign tactics will aim to por- 
tray the Patriotic Front as war-mongering hardline 
Communists. 

"The choice.” Muzorewa said recently “is bet- 
ween democracy and a one-party Marxist state.” 
His foreign minister, David Mukome, has suggested 
that if the Patriotic Front wins." people with beauti- 
ful houses in black residential areas and the suburbs 
will have to explain how they acquired the money to 
buy or extend their properties. If found guilty of 
exploitation they will be forced to accommodate 
strangers free of charge as a form of punishment." 

"If the PF takes over, there'll be chaos ” said the 
minister of land and natural resources. George 


Nyandoro. He contended that under Muzorewa 
changes would also be made, but in an "orderly” 
manner. 

“I wouldn’t be surprised if the Muzorewa camp 
shows films of Stalinist Russia to the country peas- 
ants and said that is what the life under the Front 
will be like,” said one young black reporter. 

This angers the Front. “When I look at the 
intemperate utterances people are making against 
us, giving us names, and accusing us of things that 
are off the mark," said Msipa, “that's provocative 
and r begin to wonder if that could lead to violence 
instead of an election. People will start thinking 
with their blood instead of their beans. 

“If Nkomo were prime minister the economy 
would go on more or less as it is with one difference 
— he would like to see a better distribution of 
wealth and a removal of naked exploitation ... 
through taxes and in some cases, ownership of 
major industries, Msipa said. Mining would prob- 
ably be nationalized, he added. 

“Nkomo is coming to look at the situation with an 
open mind. He's not dogmatic. He’s not going to 
nationalize for the sake of nationalizing” his 
spokesman said. 

“ Whatever’ ism' we follow in Zimbabwe it will be 
applicable (to the country),” said Tarisi Ziyambi, a 
member of Mugabe's central executive committee. 
“ We are not going to dictate against the interest of 
the people. We will hold congresses at which ail 
issues will be thrashed out.” 

"There will be an element of nationalization, for 
example in mining," Ziyambi said. "Other areas 
will be examined as we go along. But all aspects of 
industry in which the lives of the majority are 
involved will have to be of necessity nationalized.” 

Asked whether the Front would contest the elec- 
tion as a unit or as two separate parties, both Msipa 
and Ziyambi said that decision had not yet been 


made. Most observers agree that if they campaigr 
. separately they are likely to split the anti 
Muzorewa vote and give Muzorewa a majority. 

Some of the factors weighing the political situa- 
tion in favor of Muzorewa may alter when the Brit- 
ish governor arrives and assumes responsibility fo 
what is meant to be an impartial admin is era tier 
during the transition period. The Fronf s politka 
position is also likely to improve when Nkomo am 
Mugabe return to take personal charge of theii 
campaigns against Muzorewa’s biracial coalitk* 
government. 

“The fronf s platform will be more convincing,' 
said one young black. “They will ask the people 
* What did Muzorewa do for you? He is more con 
ceraed about white confidence than black interests 
We were fighting for a black government whid 
really has the power to do things in your interest.' " 

Meanwhile, although most whites will be sup 
porting Muzorewa, the prospect that the Patriot! 
Front will be part of, if not in charge o£#a futur 
black government has prompted some whites into 
more open frame of mind about the “terrorist lead 
ers" than they have displayed in the past. 

David Spain, an official of tile Commercial Fai 
raers’ Union, that represents more than 5,000 whit 
farmers, said that “one of the first things we’ll hav 
to do as a union is go and have talks with Mugab 
and Nkomo when they return and find out wha 
exactly their views are.” . 

“Businessmen will be happy if they are give 1 
peace and a political settlement that permits th 
free enterprise system to operate in essence,” sai 
Keith Nicholson, general secretary of the Assod 
ated Chambers of Commerce. “People are cauti 
ously optimistic and accept that there's going to b 
some kind of accommodation with the Patriot:

expressed during the siege of the 
Grand Mosque. In a front-page 
story.

Newspapers also frontpaged a

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Park’s killing defended at trial 


SEOUL, Dec. 9 (AP) — 
Former intelligence chief Kim 
Jae-kyu has testified he assassi- 
nated President Park Chung-hee 
to end one-man rule and restore 
democracy to South Korea. He 
said be had sought to kill Park for 
years. 

On the second day of his 
court-martial, Kim said he 
thought democracy was essential 
to ** carry the day " against Com- 
munism in neighboring North 
Korea and be saw Park's govern- 
ment heading for dictatorship. 

Kim said he hoped Park' s slay- 
ing would prompt the army to 
declare martial law and form a 
junta with him at the top — but he 
denied he wanted to become pres- 
ident, as reported in the govern- 
ment version of the Oct 26 assas- 
sination of Park and four body- 
guards. 


He would have become a dic- 
tator as president, something he 
did not want to do, Kim testified. 
He added, “ And personally I am 
not so demoralized as to step on 
the tomb of President Park. " 

Kim, five of his Korean CIA 
agents and former chief presiden- 
tial secretaty Kim Ke-won are 
charged with murder to incite 
rebellion, which can bring the 
death sentence. A sixth intellig- 
ence agent is charged with des- 
troying evidence. 

As the court-martial continued 
Saturday, the martial-law com- 
mand accused Kim of having 
embezzled $ 2 million in public 
funds while he served as a military 
commander, construction minis- 
ter and CIA chief. 

At the trial. Kim said that after 
Park imposed the 1972 Yushin 
constitution he came to the am- 


Brigades 1978 sentences 
confirmed by appeal court 


TURIN, Italy. Dec. 9 ( AP) — 
An appeal court Saturday night 
confirmed previous sentences of 
up to 15 years in prison for Red 
Brigades founder Recato Curcio 
and 24 other ringleaders of Ital/s 
most feared Marxist guerrilla 
gang. 

The trial, started Nov. 28, was 
held in a barracks transformed in a 
bunker- 1 ike courthouse. More 
than 800 heavily armed officers 
surrounded the building during 
the hearings. 

Curcio, 37, the bearded former 
philosophy student who founded 
the revolutionary group in the 
early 1970 s. and the other defen- 
dants had appealed the sentences 


given to them by a Milan court in 
June 1978. Then the court con- 
victed them of forming an armed 
band to Overthrow the state and' 
taking part in political kidnap- 
ping?. The sentences ranged from 
8 and 15 years in prison. 

After 32 hours of deliberation 
the jury of the appeal court con- 
firmed all the previous sentences 
which for Curcio was 1 5 years in 
prison. 

Other sentences confirmed 
included 14 years each for Pietro 
Bassi, Pietro Bertolazri and Al- 
berto Franceschini. 9 years and 1 1 
months for Prospero Gallinari and 
five years for Nadia Mantovjni, 
Curcio' s girlfriend. 
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elusion it was not designed for the 
good of the nation but to give Park 
absolute power.

N.Y. gem robbery foiled 


NEW YORK, Dec. 9 (Agen- 
cies) — New York Police have 
foiled a robbery at a Manhattan 
jewelry shop and freed 17 hos- 
tages being held there by three 
masked gunmen. 

A police spokesman said the 
robbery attempt began Saturday 
when tiie gunmen seized emp- 
loyees as they arrived for work at 
the shop. The hostages included 
several women who had appoint- 
ments in a beauty salon in the 
same building. 

The police were led to the scene 
by following convicted gem thief 
Sorechu (baramy) Nalo, the man 
■ who planned a $ 3 .5- million rob- 
bery at the Pierre Hotel here in 
1972. Three men. including Nalo, 
were arrested, but a fourth suspect 
escaped in a car. Police said they 
knew bis identity. 

Nalo was released from prison 
after serving four years for the 
Pierre Hotel robbery. Police said 
they bad been following him 
because he had been “acting 
nervous.” They declined to give 
further details. 

The gunmen were believed to 
be trying to steal some $ 2 million 
stored in vaults in the building 
where the jewelry shop is located. 

At a news conference after the 
arrests, Lt Eddie O’Connor said 
17 police officers and detectives 
followed Nalo to the building. 
Inside, the other three men had 
bound everyone on the first floor 
and covered their mouths with 
adhesive tape. 

Deputy Chief Frank Sullivan 
said Nalo was being trailed as 
“part of an ongoing investiga- 
tion,” but he would not elaborate.

Church antiques 
stolen in Spain 

HUESCAN, Spain. Dec 9, (R) 
— Religious antiques worth at 
leasts 1.5 million have been stolen 
from the 11th century Cathedral 
of Roda de Isabena in northeast 
Spain. 

Police said Saturday thieves 
broke into the cathedral's 
museum early Friday and stole 
nearly all its exhibits. 

These included the chair of St. 
Raymond and an enamelled 
bishop's crazier, both dating from 
the 12th century, as well as mitres, 
tapestries and paintings. 

The Bishop of Lerida. Monsig- 
nor Malia Call, told reporters the 
value of the stolen objects was 
incalculable but they were worth a 
minimum of S 1-5 million.

BANGKOK, Dec. 9 (AP) — 
Vietnam accused the United

The Vietnam news agency, 
quoting a commentary in the 
military paper Qtuui Dai Khan 
Dan, denounced a congressional 
resolution urging U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter to take immediate 
new diplomatic steps to deal with 
the Cambodian crisis. 

“The United States has taken a 
step further in its collusion with 
Peking and the international reac- 
tionary forces in an attempt to 
legalize U.S. interference in Cam- 
bodia. This artempt is dearly 
through the 'congressional resolu- 
tion' urging the 'concerned 
nations' of the world to convene 
an international conference on 
Cambodia,” the paper said. 

Vietnam also accused the U.S. 
of distorting the truth about the 
situation in Cambodia by claiming 
that Cambodia was facing a “new 
wave of oppression, hunger and 
disease.” 

The White House last week 
issued a statement on behalf of 
Carter, accusing Moscow and 
Hanoi of falling to support inter- 
national efforts to provide food to 
the starving people of Cambodia. 

Meanwhile informed Tbai 
sources said here Soviet transport

He drove the Australian bow- 
lers to all parts of the ground with 
a succession of cuts, drives and 
hooks. 

He and opener Desmond 
Haynes mauled the Australian 
attack and Chappell used eight 
bowlers, including himself, in an 
attempt to dislodge the champion 
batsman, who is recovering from a 
hip and groin injury'.

To buy American-built aircraft 

U.S. may extend $1 billion credit to MEA

WASHINGTON Dec. 9 — The 
U.S. government has proposed a 
massive financing package that 
would provide Lebanon's Middle 
East Airlines (MEA) with almost 
$ 1 billion in credit to purchase 
U.S. built aircraft over the next 
ten years. 

The credit offer by the govern- 
ment’s Export- Import Bank — 
designed to counter "intense” air- 
craft sales competition from 
Europe — is expected to pass 
through Congress with no opposi- 
tion, congressional sources said. 

The U.S. financing plan would 
provide MEA with overS 343 mil- 
lion in credit for the immediate 
purchase of eight new medium- 
range wide-bodied commercial 
jets. 

In addition, the package 
includes an Eximbank commit- 
ment to furnish anotherS 6 1 1 mil- 
lion in credit to MEA for the later 
purchase of 11 more wide- bodied 
jets- 

The U.S. aircraft now in com- 


petition for the sale are the Boeing 
767, the Lockheed L-1011, and 
the McDonnell Douglas DC 10. 
the Export- Import Bank said. 

MEA has not yet decided 
whether it will buy American 
planes, but it has confirmed its 
intention to replace its fleet of 
aging Boeing 707s and 720s over 
the coming decade, the bank said. 

The Eximbank offer, submitted 
for congressional approval last 
month, is aimed at encouraging 
the Lebanese airline to select one 
of the U.S. aircraft over the Euro- 
pean Airbus A-300 and A-310. 

The A-300 and A-310"are well 
suited for MEA's route struc- 
ture," the bank admitted in its let- 
ter of notification to Congress. 

“There is intense competition 
for this sale from Airbus Indus- 
tries,” it said. The bank also noted 
that the Airbus offer" is supported 
by subsidized export credits from 
government sources.” 

Under the U.S. financing plan, 
the initial $ 343 million credit to 
MEA would cover 85 per cent of 
the costs of the eight aircraft, 
spare parts and related equipment 


Soviet cotton harvest hits record 


MOSCOW, Dec. 9 ( R) — The 
Soviet Union has announced a 
record cotton harvest of 9.1 mil- 
lion tons, pne of the few bright 
spots in what has been otherwise a 
bleak year for Soviet agriculture. 

The cotton yield, unveiled 
Saturday represented a three per 
cent increase on the planned 
target for the year of 8.8 million 
tons. It followed the worst grain 
harvest for four years, amounting 
to 179 million tons. 


The Soviet Union exports an 
estimated 900,000 tons of cotton 
every year, much of it to France, 


West Germany, Britain and 
Japan, and it is regarded as a valu- 
able currrency earner. 

The previous record yield was 
8.7 million tons in 1977. 

Tass news agency quoted 
Deputy Agricultural Minister 
Anatoly Chubarov as saying the 
harvest was good in spite of poor 
weather conditions in the cotton- 
growing republics of Uzbekistan. 
Turkmenia, Tadzhikistan and 
Azerbaidzhan. 

He said frost had killed off 
much of the first sowing and heavy 
rain had damaged much of the 
second.

The various repayment schedules 
would be over ten-year periods, 
the bank said. 

Middle East Airlines, Leba- 
non's flag carrier, is a privately 
owned airline serving the major 
cities of Western Europe, the 
Middle East, and to a lesser extent 
North and West Africa. 

Intra Investment Co. of Beirut 
holds the majority of the shares in 
MEA — 63 per cent. Air France 
holds another 28 per cent of the 
shares, with the remaining 9 per 
cent divided among MEA emp- 
loyees and various private Leban- 
ese interests. 

Although MEA's principal 
offices are in Beirut, the airtine 
has reduced its involvement in 
Lebanon because of that country' s 
political turmoil. 

MEA's operational center is 
now in Amman, Jordan, and its 
maintenance center is located in 
Frankfurt, West Germany. 

Almost ail of MEA's bank bal- 
ances are kept outside of Leba- 
non, Eximbank said, and its 
operating rules provide that no 
more than one scheduled aircraft 
can be in Beirut at one time and 
never at night. 

But despite the airline's prob- 
lems in Lebanon. Eximbank has 
expressed confidence in the com- 
pany’s financial strength. 


Eximbank has made two laons 
previously to MEA and repay- 
ments have been made on a timely 
basis,” the bank said. 

If MEA accepts the U.S. financ- 
ing plan, deliveries of the first 
eight U.S. aircraft will be made 
between 1983 and 1985, sources 
said. 

The additional 11 aircraft, if

The Export-Import Bank, a 
U.S. government agency set up in 
1934 to assist the sale of U.S.

American aircraft manufactur- 
ers now control about 80 per cent 
of the world market for commer- 
cial jets. 

The Eximbank has warned 
Congress that over the next 
decade the United States faces 
heightened competition in the 
world market from foreign aircraft 
manufacturers. 

Several major foreign airlines 
will be making major aircraft pur- 
chases over the next two or three 
years, the bank said. 

“Eximbank believes It must be 
sensitive to purchasers’ needs dur- 
ing this period of new product 
selection to insure that U.S. air- 
craft and engine manufacturers 
are able to offer attractive financ- 
ing, thereby helping die aircraft 
industry to sustain its position as a 
leading U.S. export sector.” the 
bank told Congress. 

Congressional sources Xo\dArob 
News that no one on Capitol Hill 
bus voiced opposition to the MEA 
financing package since it was first 
unveiled last month. 


It is not expected that Congress 
will hold hearings on the plan, the 
sources said. 

If Congress does not move to 
block the plan, it will receive final 
Eximbank approval sometime in 
January. 


Singapore company chiefs 
face tricky acquisition law 


SINGAPORE, Dec. 9 (OFNS) 
— Some worrying questions about 
the position of company directors 
under Singapore law are raised by 
the case of Richard Tarling. who 
two weeks ago began six months 
imprisonment for alleged offences 
committed while he was an absen- 
tee director. 

Bail was allowed pending an 
appeal but Tarling, a formei 
king-pin of the British Slater 
Walker financial empire, elected 
to serve the sentence and return to 
his family, rather than wait three 
years for the tortuous appeals pro- 
cess. 

His trial was fair — by Singa- 
pore standards — but the predict- 
able result hits at the foundation 
of Singapore commercial life and 
reverberations will be felt in many 
countries. 

Tarling spent little time in Sing- 
apore during the three years of 
alleged offences which the trial 
covered. During those three years. 
Haw Par International, the Slater 
Walker affiliate involved in the 
case, was the most dynamic share 
on Singapore Stock Exchange. 
The newspapers were full of Haw 
Par’s acquisitions, coups or record 
profits. 

Tarling s involvement in the 
company s affairs was through his 
local alternate director. Robert 
Booker, a respected company 
lawyer. 

Booker never once queried 
Tarling s actions. In one lawyer’ s 
view, "If an alternate director 
goes along with the hoard, he's 
just as responsible. If he disagrees 
or is kept in rhe dark he can always 
resign." 

In the lawyer’s view, the verdict 
can be constructed as meaning 
that an alternate director is 
absolved from his responsibility if 
the accusing finger is pointed at 
the principal. Thus, until the 
boundaries of responsibility for 
absentee directors are defined, no 
expatriate can risk aboard 
appointment to a Singapore com- 


pany. 

Another decision made by the 
judge defined the responsibility of 
directors to shareholders. Haw 
Par's board hid a windfall profit in 
a Hong Kong trust until it could be 
eased back into the company 
without undermining the stability 
of Haw Paf s quoted share price 
or, because Haw Par was a market 
pace-setter, the stability of the 
market itself. 

From the evidence given at the 
trial, the maneuver did not profit 
the directors either directly or 
through any speculation they may 
have made from their inside know- 
ledge. 

The burden now placed upon 
directors in Singapore is virtual 
total disclosure, no matter how 
much, in the directors’ view, it 
may be to the company’ s disad- 
vantage. One may not agree with 
the Haw Par directors' decisions 
but they appear to have been due 
to poor judgment rather than bad 
faith.

Market continues to rally 


LONDON, Dec. 9 — The run in 
gold continued last week taking 
the Friday dose up to $430.40. 
Forward prices are predicting 
further rises as the price for future 
gold next June is in excess of $500. 

Silver was similarly quick to 
explore new high ground ending 
the week at 895 30p a rise of 
29.9p. 

This firmly rising price behavior 
in the precious metals has 
occupied against a background of 
similarly drastic changes on the 
currency front. Last Monday 
reports of continued strife in the 
Middle East caused a flight from 
the dollar into the less vulnerable 
European curTendes, notably the 
deutschemark to post the dollar at 


an all time low of DM. 1.70. 
Against the Swiss franc the dollar 
bottomed at SWF 1.5635 and 
sterling rose to $2.2230. Tbe dol- 
lar recovered later in the week 
however. 

In the equity markets, Wall 
Street fared much better than 
London. The Dow Jones indus- 
trial index, after dropping to 819.2 
by last Monday’s close and staged 
a firm rally with active trading for 
the rest of the week.

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NATO seen deploying 


U.S. missiles despite 
Dutch assembly refusal 


BRUSSELS. Dec. 9 (AP) — Despite the 
Dutch parliament’s rejection of the proposed 
deployment of LkS.- made nuclear missiles in 
Europe, the weapons are expected to be 
given the go-ahead at a meeting here this 
week of NATO defense and foreign minis- 
ters. 

“I don't think it |the proposal for 572 
medium-range atomic missiles) cun be stop- 
ped” one senior alliance official said here 
after the vote in the Dutch parliament. 

“The decision is going to go through." 

The statement reflects general confidence 
at NATO headquarters here that Washing- 
ton s major allies realize the importance of 
balancing Moscow's deployment of more 
than 120 SS-20 missiles to date. "It will 
clearly be a historical decision." added the 
NATOofficial.The decision is expected to be 
made Wednesday afternoon at a special joint 
meeting of the defense and foreign ministers 
of theAtlantic Alliance. 

Although the Dutch government hasn't yet 
said what its position will be Wednesday, the 
alliance makes it clear it can proceed with the 
production and deployment of the missiles 
without The Hague. 

The missiles are supported by Britain. 
West Germany and Italy, three important 
host nations. Late Friday, Belgian Foreign 
Affairs Minister Henri Simonet said in parli- 
ament that Belgium must go along, too, if it is 
to remain a full member of the Western 
alliance. 

“ We cither remain the the Atlantic alliance 
and accept all the consequences or ... We'll 
have to leave NATO,” he said in a two-hour 
address. ” We cannot follow a neutral course 
and maintain an autonomous position within 
NATO.” 

It was Simonet’ s stringest statement of 
support to dale, though the Belgian cabinet 
has not yet officially made up its mind. A 
parliamentary vote here is expected in the 
next few days. 

After his speech in parliament, Simonet 
said Belgian support for the weapons can still 
be made conditional on a temporary delay in 
the deployment of the missiles to facilitate 
arms t3lks with Moscow. Such a move, if it 
comes, will doubtlessly be vigorously 
opposed on Wednesday. 

The first of the missiles Is not expected to 
be deployed until 1983 at the earliest. From 
then on, it will take another eight years 
before all of the 464 Cruise and 108 Pershing 
2 missiles will be in place. 

“If we delay a decision, for instance, or 
make concessions, we would only be inviting 
demands for still further softening our posi- 
tion,” a British official said. 

Britain has been pushing particularly hard 
for the missiles, something that gave Defense 
Minister Sir Francis Pym the sobriquet of 
“Tomahawk Pym.'' “Tomahawk” is the code 
name for the Cruise missile. 

Proponents of the missiles, led by the 
United States and Britain, are preparing for 
two possible outcomes on Wednesday. If 
Holland refuses to accept its allotment of 
missiles on its soil, the other allies will simply 
move ahead without them. 

If Holland, vetoes the entire plan, the 


weapons could still be produced and 
deployed outside of NATO. In that extreme 
case, the countries that would house the mis- 
siles would negotiate a series of agreements 
with Washington for their production and 
deployment. 

The following countries have been desig- 
nated as bases for the proposed missiles, with 
their individual allotment of cruise missiles: 
Britain. 160, West Germany. 112. Italy, 90, 
Belgium, 48, and Holland, 48. 

If the Dutch government rejects the mis- 
siles on Wednesday, Holland's quota will be 
distributed among the other countries. West 
Germany will base all of the proposed 108 
Pershing 2 missiles, under the NATO plan. 

The Danes. Norwegians and Icelanders 
also have misgivings about the NATO prop- 
osal. They prefer to take up Moscow's offer 
to begin “businesslike negotiations" on 
reducing weaponry in Europe before any new 
arms are deployed. 

But NATO insists there wilLbe ample time 
for that since there will be a three-year delay 
before the first missile is in place. They point 
out its proposal allows for the arms control 
talks that Moscow has suggested. 

"The missiles proposal includes an arms 
control element that gives a clear signal to 
begin such negotiations." one source at the 
Alliance's headquarters here said. 

Although the Dutch parliament’s vote 
against the missiles is seen as a serious set- 
back for the government of Christian Demo- 
crat Premier Andries van Agt. it will also 
have consequences for NATO. 

Although they say the vote will not change 
the outcome of Wednesday’s decision. 
NATO officials privately hoped for the 
broadest possible support for their missiles to 
show Moscow that the Western alliance is 
cohesive. 

If the Dutch reject the missiles, it will be 
the second time they will not have partici- 
pated in a NATO arms package in two yean*. 
Last year the Dutch vigorously opposed the 
neutron bomb, the production of which was 
subsequently deferred by President Carter. 

The Soviet communist party newspaper 
Pravda denounced, “some politicians and 
light-fingered journalists” Sunday for trying 
to make opposition to new American rockets 
in Europe appear Soviet-directed. 

The newspaper, in its weekly international 
review, cited opposition by Norwegian, Dan- 
ish and Dutch government leaders to the 
proposed decision next week to authorize 
deployment of the missiles on NATO territ- 
ory. 

The paper said Soviet proposals to hold 
immediate talks on reducing medium-range 
missiles on the continent “are now being sup- 
ported by representatives of the most diverse 
political forces in Western Europe — from 
the communists to numerous bourgeois par- 
ties” 

•‘The attempts ... to portray the present 
large-scale movement of protest against 
deployment of new U.S. missiles in Europe as 
“campaign directed from Moscow" won't 
hold water in light of these facts." Pravda 
said. 


Rhodesian warplanes strike 


Mozambique, Zambia bases 


SALISBURY. Dec. 9 # ( Agencies) — Zim- 
babwe Rhodesia Air Force jets Sunday 
pounded Patriotic Front guerrilla targets in 
Zambia and Mozambique, despite ceasefire 
talks under way in London. 

The raids were announced in two com- 
muniques from military headquarters here.

“All targets were purely terrorist bases 
which did not contain any refugees or Zam- 
bian forces,” the communique said. Zambia, 
one of the frontline states, backing the guer- 
rillas, provides bases and other facilities for 
Nkomo's Soviet- backed forces and is no 
friend of Muzorewa. 

In a weekend speech the bishop singled out

Mother Teresa sees prize as divine gift 


OSLO. Dec. 9- 1 R) Mother Teresa. t>9- 
year-old Albunian-bom nun. arrived here 
Saturday night to receive the iy79 Nobel 
Peace Prize for her work with the destitutes 
of Calcutta and for other poor people 
throughout the world. 

She stepped into the bitter Nordic cold 
wearing no socks in her sandals and with her 
thin Indian sari covered only by a black swea- 
ter. 

Mother Teresa told a crowded press con- 
ference that the Nobel Peace Prize. which she 
will receive during a ceremony on Monday, 
was a gift of God. 

“ ...It is a gift of God not only for the greater 
glory of his name, but by giving it to me. the 
whole world as well as the Norwegian people 
have recognized that the work of love is the 
work for peace." 

Mother Teresa was accompanied by her 


brother and by two othernuns.Sisters Agnes 
and Gel rod. who joined her many years ago 
in the work among the poorest of the poor in 
Calcutta many years ago. 

“My gratitude is very deep and sincere, 
because they have acknowledged our people . 
All we do is to feed the hungry, clothe the 
naked and give a home to the homeless." 

She said her organization. Misskmnariesof 
Charity whose headquarters is in Calcutta, 
had homes and compassion for the poor in 
five continents. 

"In their name I thank the Norwegian 
Nobel Committee for having chosen me for 
the prize. I am unworthy personally. but I am 
glad the prize has been given to the poor of 
the world.” 

Mother Teresa said she would use the 
money, 830.000 crowns ($ 197.000) "to 
make beautiful homes for the poor, the 


unwanted and unloved.’ 


Europe Prize 


President Constantine Tsatsos of Greece 
was Saturday named 1980 Laureate of an 
international prize for services to European 
unity. 

The European Qoudenhove-Kalergi Prize, 
awarded every two years, was established in 
honor of the Austro-Hungarian count who 
founded the Pan-EuropCan Union in 1923. 

Announcing the 1980 prize, the 
Coudenhove-Kalergi foundation said Presi- 
dent Tsatsos would receive the gold medal at 
a ceremony here early next year, probably at 
the end of March. 

The first award, made in 1978, went to 
Prime Minister Raymond Barre. 

Count Coudenhove-Kalergi is buried in

Insurgents in hiding 

Brief rebellion crushed on Grenadine isle 


KINGSTOWN. St. Vincent. Dec. i \< j — 
Police scoured tiny Uninn Island in the 
Caribbean Sunday for a fugitive band of 
rebels after crushing their short-lived upris- 
ing. 

One of the insurgents was killed Friday- 
night when police stormed ashore from a 
neighboring Island. Five others were arrested 
but more thart 20 rebels fled. 

The fate of their leader, named as 1 emim 
“bumbu'* Charles, was not known. 

According to some of ihe-i.nno inhabitants 
on Union island. Charles was the leader of a 
Rastafarian group, a cult that worships the 
late Ethiopian Emperor Haile Selassie and 
has called for repatriation to Africa.

The island is one of 18 in the straggling 
Grenadine chain, administered from Sr. Vin- 
cent. 

The revolt began two days after elections in 
which Prime Minister Milon Cato was over- 
whelmingly re-elected. 

Cato Friday night imposed a state of 
emergency and a dusk-to-davvn curfew 
throughout the Grenadines, which gained 
their independence from Britain only last 
month. 

The uprising was the fifth major armed 
rebellion in the English speaking Caribbean 
in the last 1 2 years. It followed the only suc- 
cessful coup nine months ago when Sir Eric 
tiairy was overthrown in i irenada. 

In the Barbadian capital of Bridgetown, 
nine Car ihhe. ill . sio\c:nincnls condemned the 


rebellion on Union Island and pledged sup- 
port for Cato. 

Barbados itself sent a contingent from its 
defense force to police SL Vincent in 
response to an appeal for help. 

Cato also asked Britain and the United 
States Friday for military assistance. 

The uprising began when insurgents seized 
the police station and airstrip on Union 
Island, which lies 45 miles south of St. Vin- 
cent. 

A rebel group also crossed to neighboring 
Palm Island, police said, apparently to seize it 
or to prevent police from landing. But the 
group was repelled by a resident firing a 
revolver. 

About 40 police eventually crowd the few 
hundred yards from Prone Rlond and braved 
rebel fire to storm the bench.
